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REMARKS 

The Applicants propose amendments to Claims 7 and 9 to 
enhance the clarity and conformity of the claim language with 
conventional U.S. patent practice. 

The amendments are not believed to be necessary to 
confirm the allowability of the claims; however, they are 
believed to be desirable for the reasons stated. 

Specifically, Claim 7 is amended to replace the definite 
article before "reference current" with the indefinite 
article, because there is no prior recitation of a reference 
current. However, considering the usual precepts of claim 
interpretation, the definite article is acceptable because the 
person of ordinary skill readily understands the functioning 
of the recited diodes with respect to the received detected 
current and reference current. 

Regarding Claim 9, the claim previously recites that the 
power amplifier comprises field effect transistors; therefore, 
clarifying that the bias voltage is applied to gate terminals 
of the field effect transistors is evident from the previous 
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recitation that the bias current is applied to gate terminals 
of a gate terminal of a power amplifying transistor included 
in the power amplifier. 
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
